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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge 
gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 
(CCPA 1971). In regards specifically to the statement that there is no reason from any of the references that the dissipation factor 
should be calculated, Erdman specifically teaches that in calculating dissipation factor an accurate determination of dielectric constant 
and thickness (so the dissipation factor can determine insulation condition as well as dielectric constant and thickness- increased 
functionality) can be determined (col 1 line 11-13, 22-26). The combination of Kohler and Kammer does not specifically teach 
measuring dielectric constant and thickness, by adding the calculation of dissipation factor as taught by Erdman the dielectric constant 
and thickness is more accurately determined; therefore there is no improper hindsight used in the rejection. 

With respect to the provisional double patenting rejection, a notice of allowance has been issued in co-pending application 10/905072, 
once the claims are in fact patented this rejection will become a double patenting rejection. 
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
